LADY AYLMER’S SUIT FOR DIVORCE FROM | 


HER HUSBAND. 


can Girl Who Married an English Noble- 
man—Mise Anna Reid of Utica—Brutally 
Beaten Two Days After Her Wedding by 
Sir Arthur Percy Fitzgerald Ayimer—The 
Deeree Nisi. 4

New Yorn, December 4.—A recent cable dis- 


patch to the PosT- DISPATCH announced that a 
decree nisi, with costs, had been rendered in 
the English divorce court in favor of Lady 


Aylmer, who, in August of this year, made 


application for an absolute divorce from her 
husbaad, Sir Arthur Perey Fitzgerald Ayimer, 
Bart., upon the grounds of extreme cruelty 
and unfaeithfulness. Lady Aylmer was before 
her marriage Miss Anna Reid of Utica, daugh- 
ter of J. D. Reid, then Superintendent of the 
New Tork, Albany and Buffalo Telegraph Com- 
pany, and now attached to the Western Union 
Telegraph Company in this city. While trav- 
eim in Europe she met her husband, whe 
had not then suceeeded te the title, and 
whose chances for ever doing so seemed 
extremely remote, inasmuch as it was 
then vested in 11 young man, a 
grandson of the present baronet’s great uncle. 
Mr. Aylmer was handsome, well educated, 
and, although of exceeding moderate means, 
after an acquaintance of overa year won the 
consent ofthe pretty Americun girl to be his 
wife. The ceremony took place at Kensing- 
ton, August 16, 1884. Shortly after the wed- 
ding the baronet was fatally injured, ana the 
title and estates passed to the grandfather of 
Sir Arthur, who was old and blind. The newly 
married pair, upon invitation, wentto live 
with the grandfather at Donadea Castle, the 
young husband undertaking the management 
of the property, which, with the title, 
passed to bim a few months later 
by the death of the grandfather. 


The brightest future seemed opening before 
the young yo and Lady Aylmer was show- 
ered with the congratulations of her girihood 
friends. The estates, located in County Kil- 
dare, Ireland, includeda yearly revenue of 
$70,000. The crown grant conferring them 
upon the family is one of 
THE OLDEST IN IRELAND. 

By the marriage contract the husband settled 
$10,000 upon his wife, and assured her an 
allowance of £150 per year for vin- money. 
The young wife soon found ample reason to 
regret ber marriage, for, as she told upon the 
witness stand in the divorce court, within two 
days aiter the wedding Sir Arthur, while re- 
covering from a drunken spree, attempted to 
strangle her. Then Sir Arthur and Lady Aylmer 
travelled on the Oontinent, and in September 
last year came to America to visit Lady 
Aylmer s parents at Stockbridge, Conn. Here 
they remained forsome weeks and the secret 
ot the Baronet’s abuse of his wife became 
known to Mr. and Mrs. Reid. They urged 
their daughter to leave her husband, but she 
clung to him, expressing the hope that in time 
she might wean him from his habits of in- 
temperance. Up n leaving Stockbridge, Sir 
Arthur and wife visited relatives in Buffalo, 
and then returned to England. Despairing of 
ever working the desired change in her hus- 
band’s habits, Lady Aylmer last August ap- 
plied for a legal separation and, at the trial of 
the case, the whole story of the brutality of 
her husband was spread upon the 
records of the court. From this 
it appears that whiie lady. Aylmer 
was ili at a hydropathic establishment 
at Combe in the spring of 1855, her husband, 
enraged at some trivial occurrence, struck 
her a severe blow over the head with a walk- 
ing stick.

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MeNeill’s Letter of Acceptance—The Henry 
George Movement to Be Repeatedin the 
Capital of Massachusetts. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

Boston, Mass., December 4.—The following 
is George E. McNeill’s letter of acceptance, ad- 
dressed to the Committee of One Hundred, ac- 
cepting the nomination of the United Labor 
party for tne Mayoralty of Boston: 

Gentlemen of the Committee. 

[accept the nomination of the United Labor 
p of Boston upon the conditions named at 
our first interview ,and tender to you, its com- 
mittee ,and to the constituencies it represents, 
my grateful acknowledgment for the kindly 
manrer of its presentation. This political 
movement is an attempt to bring the profes- 
sions and principles of organized labor into 


practice. For years we have privately 
and publicly condemned the manaze- 
ment of the old for their 


neglect and refusal to consider the measures 
which we believe to be of vast importance to 
our welfare. The history of the past is a 
record of the persistent efforts of the common 
people to secure humane legislation. All that 
we have ow + inthis direction has been 
through tbe fear of our political power. No 
statesman has yet risen in legislative halls to 
point out the way in wbich the inequalities 
existing under monarchical forms of govern- 
ment can be prevented from prevailing un- 
der free institutions. The thinking poor of 
the world have listened with sadness to the 
story of our corruption. Too often bas legis- 
lation for special interest crowded out 

LEGISLATION FOR THE COMMON WELFARE. 

Governments are never safe in the hands of 
those whose self-interests are greater than 
their public interests. When they ask for le- 
islation to protect their property rights, their 
— 1 are heeded. When we ask for legis- 
lation to protect our rights, legislation is de- 
nied or delayed, until the avowed indignation 
of the masses finds ventjthrough the legitimate 
process of political action. accept your 
nomination, realizing the responsibility of the 
position to which you have called me. As the 
candidate ofthe new partvI shall expect to 
receive all of the calumny and abuse which 
the old — leaders and their tools are capa- 
ble of manufacturing. It is sufficient for me to 
know thatIam the representative of a great 
principle underlying the whole structure of so- 
ciety—the principle that shall overturn parties, 
caste and class distinctions and re-establish 
the republic on the fundamental principles of 
justice, equity and fraternity. 

Through you lappealto the voters of Bos- 
ton, not that I may thereby obtain prominence 
or position, but that notice may be given to 
party manipulators that the common people 
are sufficiently intelligent to know their rights 
and have sufficient courage to maintain them. 
If elected to the honorable position of Mayor 
of this city I shall know no distinction of class, 
race, creed or color, and shali dispense the 
patronage of, that office according to the in- 
tegrity of character and qualifications neces- 
sary for the positions to be filled. 

REFORMS. 

Believing that excessive salaries are un- 
Democratic, I shall recommend a reduction of 
the salary of the Mayor to 5,000 a year. I 
shall recommend and, as far asin my power, 
enforce the eight-hour rule in all Government 
employment, and prevent, as far as possible, 
the swindling of the city and of the poor, now 
too common under the contract system. I 
thank the committee that it bas not required 
any promises from me, andif the record of 
my life is not sufficient evidence of my fealty 
to the principles and measures proclsimed by 
the labor movement, no profession or prom- 
ise of mine on the eve of a campaign would 
be of any avail. This coming eiection is but 
an incident in the great campaign of the 
future. A vote for the candidate of your 
choice is not only a vote of protest in munic- 
ipal matters, but a vote aflirmative to your 
determination to force the discussion of the 
labor and land problems now before the peo- 
ple toasuccessiul issue. From the earliest 
days of the movement, labor reform and land 
reform have traveled side by side. The men 
who more than fifty years ago lifted the ban- 
ner of the workingmen’s party were the 
prophet statesmen of their time. They pre- 
dicted the result which we have realized. The 
— ot land and the monopoly of labor 
is annually forcing tens of thousands into idie- 
ness and aggregating the common wealth 
into the hands of the few. This movement, of 
which our organizations are but a part, is not 
confined to national limitations. It is the 
course of the economic systems and condi- 
tions of the Old World that has driven tens of 
thousands from their homes to seek here the 
better opportunities of life. I appeal to the 
voters of Boston, not only in the name of 
their own interests, and the interests of their 
children, but in the name of the suffering 

odor ot the world. The Trades Unionists of 
england, and the crofters of Scotland, the 
Land Leaguers of Ireland, and the Organ zed 
Workingmen of France and Germany are all 
seeking the same ends we seek. 
THE COMMON PROSPERITY OF ALL. 

Through you lappeal to the wage-workers 
of Boston to emancipate themselves from the 
party ties that bind them and in the name of 
their immortal friend, Wendell Phillips, to 
stand up and be counted, counted as men 
worthy of manhood, counted as citizens 
worthy of citizenship, counted as free men in 
exercising the privilege of the franchise. I 
appeal to them to dedicate election day, not 
to my interests, but to their own, for each 
vote thatis cast will be to their honor and 
credit. As Democrats and Republicans they 
are unrecognized factors. They have sacri- 
ficed their money and time in strikes against 
the oppressive power of their employers or to 
obtain the advantages of a shorter day. 

They bave marched in proud processions, 
with their org ere emblazoned upon their 
banners. call upon them now tostrike again 
against ring rule and party power and to de- 
clare their principles at the polls as they have 
declared them in public meetings and upon 
public streets. If only 7,000 legal voters thus 
maintain their manhood, parties will bow and 
politicians cringe before the dawning power 
of United Labor.
